It follows from the different features mentioned above 
that the operation of mounting such mini fans can be 
carried out very straightforwardly and inexpensively. 
The application is based on the problem of providing a 
mini fan which can easily be fastened in a recess of a 
wall . 



The other documents which are cited in the search report, 
Documents D2 (US 5 208 730 A) and D3 (US 2002/060900 Al) , 
disclose fans which are fastened on a wall by means of a 
support. The documents mentioned above thus do not give a 
person skilled in the art any technical teaching or 
advice which could lead him to the solution proposed in 
claim 1. The subject matter of claim 1 thus involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3) . 

Claims 2-14 depend on claim 1 and meet the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3). 

The industrial applicability of the subject matter of 
claims 1-14 is not in any doubt. Claims 1-11 thus meet 
the requirements of PCT Article 33(4).
